Political affairs in Louisiana at the 


present time are exceedingly compli- 
cated: The Republican Senate meets 


every day, but have no quorum, and Pyacht, on Saturday boarded the Euro- 


no ballot can be taken for United 
States Senator. Ex-Guvernor Kellogg 
gave some remarkable testimony on 
Saturday, before the Congressional 
House Committee. He says that he 
received a number of dispatches from 
such leading Republicans as Chandler, 
Logan, Morgan and others, immedi- 
ately following the election, saying 
that Louisiana wust be carried for the 
Republicans. Senator Breaux, from 
Point Coupee and Feliciana, who left 
the Republican Senate Friday, was 
sworn into the Democratic Senate Sat- 
urday. Representative Brown, of 
Vernon, has also left the Republican 
House, and has written a letter to the 
Democratic House, saying that al- 
though returned elected by the Return- 
ing Board he did not believe he was 
‘elected, and would not ask for a sent. 

Saturday afternoon at 5 o'clock, 
Senators Demors (colored), Wheeler 
and Hamlet, accompanied by Pinch- 
back, entered the Democratic Senate, 
and were greeted with cheers. The 
Senators were admitted to seats and 

“sworn in. 

Pinchback said that the action of 
himself and these Senators was only 
decided upon after mature delibera- 
tion. They had come there as Repub 

licans because they believed the inter- 
ests of the State above party. Ile de 
nounced the Republican party of 
Louisiana in unmeasured terms, and 
said that Hayes, if inaugurated, could 
not afford to soil his administration 
with this blight apon the prosperity 
of the people. He accused Governor 
Kellogg of securing his election as 
Senator by corrupt means: 

The above language has much sig- 
‘nificance. It is to the point, and 
shows that something is “rotten in 
Denmark.” 

A Herald New Orleans special 
names Warmouth, Pinchback, Casey, 
Judge Wiley and other Hayes men as 
among those who declage that Nich- 
olls was elected, and recognize the 
Nicholls’. government. 

Tnere has been an immense amount, 
of political wire-pulling in Louisian a 
but it now appears that the Demo- 
crats have pulled the heaviest wires. 
There will probably be no difficulty in 
that State, if the United States Gov- 
ernment acts unpartizan in the mat- 
ter. Square conservative men will 
settle the muddle, and justice be 
meted out. But if a few carpet-bag- 

gers, backed by troops, have the con- 
trol there will be a few men shot. 
Louisiana needs honest, patriotic men 
of ability ta eontrol her affairs. She 
has been misgoverned long enough. 
We believe her people are just like 
other citizens of the United States. 
that they sincerely desire peace, and 
simply demand a good State govern- 
ment.
